JOSEPH S. GITT. 


A BRIEF, BUT INTERESTING HISTORY, 


WRITTEN BY HIMSELF. 


Mr. Joseph S. Gitt, of New Oxford, 


one of the oldest uud most respected 
citi/ons of our county,recently wrote fur 
publication the following history of him- 
self : 


As I have been leading an active life 


for nearly a century, many questions 
have btiien asked me in reference thereto. 
I do say that I worked on a farm until 
10 years of age. 
I than taught school for 


two years near McSherrystown ; then at 
the old Gitt homo at Keller's, and also in 
Union township, near Wm. Gitt's mill. 
Having studied surveying and civil engi- 
neering, in 1B;J6 I acted as rodman on 
the oJd "Tapeworm", near Gettysburg. 
In 1838 1 was clerk in a dry goods house 
for Adam and Joseph iSlaglo, at Han- 
over. In IHIiO engaged in the publica- 
tion of tlie J/(.mover J..ferald, anil was 
mairiecl March 24, 1811. In 18!:! com- 
menced the publication of the ^JMnto- 
crat" in Hanover, in IS-14 changed it lo 
t,hQtiIJktnct,antl Weekly News." In 1845 
sold out the oliiee to Senary Leader and 
moved to Carlisle. In 18-Ui published 
the- 
ll£>ia£ee>'mr:m" at Carlisle, a demo- 


cratic paper. Iu 1817 changed it to a 
large weekly, the "J-Htcncan Durnvwai,," 
In 1848 removed from Curl isle back to 
Hanover and published the "Itwfultttar," 
and kept a book store and book bindery. 


Iii 18ol-:i engaged as engineer on the 


Hanover Branch Railroad, and in !So3 
moved to Deleware county, Ta., as chief 
engineer on the 1'liiladelphia and West 
Chester Hailroad. In 18->5 removed to 
.New Oxford and took charge of the Get- 
lysburg Railroad; also acted as chief 
engineer ol.' tlie Litllestown railroad in 
18-J7. 


In 1S5S was appointed chief engineer 


on the Western Maryland Uailroad from 
Westminster to Hagerstown, Aid., ami 
in lh(i(j was appointed chief engineer oi' 
tlie liuropeanaud North Aaierican Jiail- 
road, from Bangor, Maine, to Xew 
Ijrunswick. In 1871-^, engineer on the 
J'juiniitsburg and iiachman Valley K:\i\- 
road. In 1H7M-1, Harrisburg and L'oLo- 
mac jtailroad. From 1874 tu 1877, Han- 
over and Voi'k Hailroad ; 1878-U, Hau- 
overi^ Jialtimore Hailroad. Independent 
of the above named, surveys, i surveyed 
a lint; and located it from .New Ox lord 
LO York and also from East Benin to 
York, and from Kast Berlin to Ilarn.s- 
burg, and one I'rom New Oxford to the

1('rum here we went une square farther 


to UieJSIetiuxlisL Episcopal church. This 
is a very excellent, structure, erected in 
IS!*.;, on the corner uf two good streets in 
une of the btst parts of the city. There 
art-, two excellent audience rooms on the 
ih'HL Jluor, and a sermon was preached in 
t'ach at the same time, one, very earnest- 
ly dt)liver«d,iu Lhts Italian language, and 
the other in English, by Rev. F. II. 
Wright, missionary in charge, This is 
an American mission, founded in 1875. 
It is still supported by the home cliurch, 
but those engaged in the work, arc de- 
lighted" with their success in thu past and 
arelouking forward for a futuiestill rich 
in good results. 


Iu theevening we attended tho service 


ni' "Tho Beatiiication oi: Saints" in .St. 
l.Jetera. This church has been too fre- 
quently written up to require, and is too 
elaborate to permit, a detailed description 
at our hands. In dimensions and in cost 
it leads the churches of! the world. It is 
said to have sullu;ient capacity for fifty 
thousand people, For this special ser- 
vice tickets were required and so eagerly 
were they sought after that persons who 
failed otherwise to secure them paid 
large sums to such as were able to ac- 
commodate them. 
\Vith thesi-; we were 


furnished through the courtesy of a I'ro- 
i'essor of a Benedictine College. Four 
o'clock was named on the tickets as the 
Limo for the services and three o'clock 
fur the doors to be opened. Long before 
Lite appointed time crowds began pressing 
about the doors, which opened a little 
earlier than the time mentioned. Hoou 
all the most desirable space was packed 
almost to suffocation. All except a fav- 
ored few were obliged tu stand. This 
proved to be quite a trial, for the Pope 
did not appear until six o'clock. 
When 


lie did come there is more than one sense 
iu which we were glad. We were glad 
for relief i'rom our assumed position, and 
glad to see tho head of this great church, 
He was brought in in a chair borne ou 
the shoulders of twelve men, between 
two lines of tbe Vatican Guards, richly 
uniformed and armed, and drawn up in 
the center of the church. The I1 ope, it 
will be remembered, is past ninety-one 
years of age, but is certainly a well pre- 
served old gentleman, with a very im- 
pressive, sweet face. As he was carried 
towards the altar he would, at times, rise 
iu liis cliair and gently wave his hand in 
token of an imparted blessing upon all 
present, whilst he was heartily applauded 
by the throng present. We were much 
too far i'rom the altar to hear a single 
word, consequently we withdrew, weary, 
but. glad for tho privileges of the day.

ed the time when the ground now oc- 
cupied by the borough of Hanover wns 
the dense and primeval forest, and the 
neighborhood yet the home of some of 
the remaining lied men. His was a re- 
markably retentive memory, and some 
years previous to his death, it was un 
agreeable treat to listen to his descrip- 
tion of the daring and turbulent scenes 
and adventures of the early settlers, with

His mother, Mary Magdaleua, born 
.Sept. '2~, 17:20, died July li", ISHS, aged 
KB years, H mouths and 20 days.

youngest of the sons was in his fiftieth 
year, father of Jos. 8. Gitt, who is now 
in th • Both year of his age, and is now 
sorely iifllicted. 


The town of New Oxford was incor- 


porated in JH74 and Jos. e>. Gitt was the 
lirst President for a number of years, 
and then Secretary for ten years or 
more.

Mason was not the kind of man who 


indulges readily in an exchange of confi- 
dences. Nobody seemed to know much 
about his antecedents, and certainly no- 
body ever bad any verbal intimation 
frorn him as to how much or how little 
he suffered because of the apparent cer- 
tainty that another man was HOOU to 
marry the woman he loved. 


lie had been at the mine rather more 


than two years. 
Jle began work with 


pick and shovel, along with some fifty or 
sixty new men, on one of the new levels, 
but the electric lighting apparatus get- 
ting out oL order a few days afterward, 
during the illness of the chief engineer, 
and nobudy else being able to fix it, he 
volunteered to make tbe necessary re- 
pairs himself, and quickly demonstrated 
his entire competency as an electrical en- 
gineer. The manager at ouce placed him 
in charge of all Llie electrical machinery 
and apparatus, and within the year the 
men in the executive cilice discovered 
that Mason was an authority upon near- 
ly all questions ot mining engineering. 
Subsequently they found out thai he was 
a graduate from one of the most noted, 
as well as a very thorough European 
school o£ mines. Jiut Mason had no in- 
lluence with the management, and no 
further promotion came his way, not- 
withstanding he did every day of his life 
the. work of an expert mining engineer.

USE OF FARMYARD MANURE 


An 
Argument Against Keeping It on Piles 


In writing of the uae of farmyard ma- 


nure, Piofessor W r 
Mossey says 


"Many ot our fnends still seem to be 
imbued with the olChkmg for well-

the manure is m the soil, wheie you 
have the soil to absorb everything

the mdniue is spread on the sntface, the 
soluble puts wjsh immediately into the 
hind, and the loss, is smallei than m any 
way the mamue can be treated, far less 
than piling m the barnyard, either un 
der cover 01 not 
Phe evaporation fiorn 


manure spread on the surtaee is mainly 
only water, while the evaporation from 
piled manure is Uigcly ammonia m a 
volatile foim 
No mattei how well the 


manuie is handled, theie will always be
